Mind your manners! 


A cellphone always emits weak radio waves while it is turned on. 
Enjoy operation of your cellphone without forgetting to be considerate 
of those around you. 


■ Some locations do not allow the use of 
cellphones. 

• Using a cellphone while driving is both dangerous and 
prohibited by Japanese law. 

• Using a cellphone inside of an aircraft is prohibited by 
law. Be sure to turn off your cellphone before takeoff. 

■ Watch out where you use your cellphone, 
and keep your voice down. 




• Do not make calls from cinemas, theaters, museums, 
libraries, or other similar locations. Turn off the 
cellphone or use Manner Mode to ensure that the ring 
tone does not disturb others. 


• When in public, move to a location where you will not be blocking traffic. 

• On the Shinkansen, in a hotel lobby, or in other similar locations, move to a 
location where you will not disturb others. 


• Take care to avoid talking on the phone in a loud voice. 

• Before taking the picture of others, be sure to obtain their permission first. 


■ Cellphone radio waves may interfere with 
electrical medical equipment. 

• On a train or in other crowded locations, there is 
always the possibility that someone nearby may be 
wearing a pacemaker. Turn off your cellphone when 
you are in a crowded area.

Be sure to charge the battery pack before using the 
A5512CA for the first time. Charging takes about 120 minutes. 

You should re-charge the battery pack whenever the battery level icon 
shows 圖 or ◎. 





> You must purchase a separately available general-purpose Oi AC adaptor for 
charging. Note that the configuration of the AC adaptor may be different from 
that shown in the illustration above. 

> Orient the connector of the separately available general-purpose 01 AC 
adaptor so it is parallel to the desktop holder connector terminal when you 
connect them. 
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Connect the separately available general-purpose 01 AC 
adaptor to the desktop holder. 

Check the shape of the connectors to ensure they are aligned correctly before 
you connect. 

Trying to force a connection can damage the connectors. 


2 Plug the separately available general-purpose 01 AC adaptor 
power plug into a 100V AC outlet. 


3 Insert the A5512CA into the desktop holder. 

This will cause the A5512CA charge LED indicator to light red, and the battery
